IU Iilteratore. 


One Breton investigator has affirmed 


•hat Welsh was the language of the 
Titane, while another has explicitly 
stated that it was the mother tongue of 
'Saturn, Jupiter and the other princi- 
pal gods ol heathen antiquity." Upon 
io obscure a point we may, perhaps, bo 
allowed to retain onr doubts, nor are 


called upon to bow with absolute 


deference to the conclusion arrived at 


a more modern Oymrio scholar that 


;he scheme of Dante's "Divinn Corn- 
media" is due to Celtic sources. No 
one, however, would "dream of contest- 
ing that to the Cymric branch of tho 


'eltic race we owe the origin of tho 
Arthurian legend. 


Wo do not know whether it will be 


one of the duties of the Welsh university 
to endeavor to revive the real, unadul- 
terated Celtic literary traditions and to 
purge and purify them from the accre- 
tions due to foreign influence. 
We 


oliould be disposed to say that Celtic 
scholarship will be mow beneficial 'arid' 
more successfully employed in • collect-" 
iiig tho indications of the influence ex- 
ercised by tho Celtic .spirit over the 
English language, English romance and 
English ways of thought during the 
very period when it was supposed to 
have been repressed, if not wholly de- 
stroyed. Criticism, too, will have abun- 
duut work on its hands in seeking to 
separnie tho authentic from the spuri; 
ous in tho alleged writings oi the earlier 
Welsh bards. 


lii the first year ot the century there- 


was published the "Myvyrian Archeol- 
ogy of Wales," a collection of the most 
celebrated works in Welsh literature 
from A. D. 500 to A. D. 1400, -under 
tbe editorship of Mr. Jones, Mr. Ed- 
ward Williams, known locally as Ed- 
ward of Glamorgan, and Dr. Oweu 
Pugh. But though 77 poems are there 
ascribed to Taliesin, Mr, Stephens con- 
siders that 57 of them are demonstrably 
spurious and that only IS of them arc 
probably genuine—that in to say, be- 
long to tho ago to which they arc at rib- 
nted. Few scholars^ljowever, wouM be 
prepared to challenge the assertion of 
Reuan that the sixth century wa.1. the 
golden ago of Cymric.literature, though 
its first epoch is usually taken to start 
from still remoter times and to extend 
to tho date of the Norman conquest, 
bnt it is not till the chronicle ci' Oara- 
doc, 
a soinowhat dry record, recalling 


in its general scheme tho lucre famous 
Anglo-Saxon chronicle. To the same pe- 
riod belongs tho cljonicle of Geoffrey of 
Monmoutli. Bnt, us though a Welshman 
by birth, the Bishop of St. Astiph elect- 
ed to write in Latin, we presume that 
his labors, however interesting ;aid im- 
portant, would not bo claimed by true 
Welshmen as u portion of Celtic litera- 
ture.—Loixlou Standard.

rible rain and wind storm broke over 
this section this morning, lasting three 
hoars.

Two were instantly killed and throe 
others were fatally injured. 


LANOASTEB, Pa., September 
30.—A 


storm has tilled the streets with the 
roofs of buildings and debris swept by 
the wind. The Pennsylvania railroad 
bridge across the Susquehanna is des- 
troyed, nothing being left but a part of 
the piers and the spp.ua. 


The bridge was a mile and a quarter 


long and is said to be the largest rail- 
road bridge in the world. 
It cost one 


million dollars. Outside sections lif.ve 
suffered more damage than this city. 
Two men went down with the bridge. 
Factories along the river are all more 
or less damaged. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.—A storm did 


great damage throughout the State, 
prostrating the wires in every direction. 
No trains are moving batween Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. Out of one 
hundred wires only five are working 
to-day. 
South of Baltimore tliero ia 


no wire working. Iti New Jersey Ilia 
storm was also severe. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Not since the big 


storm iu 1893 has Lake Michigan been 
so rough as last night. The water 
damaged the piers and washed out I he 
railway tracks. 
The rainfall was i>u 


inch and a half during tho night. The 
Weather Bureau officials say that the 
storm is a West Indian gale, which tiuR 
swept across the country. The storm 
is moving eastward over the St. Law- 
rence valley.

From an Address • Delivered l>y Pro- 


feHsor Lower!) at Uie Cniversty. 


The following is n synopsis nf Pro- 


feoeor Bobert Lewera' lecture before 
the General Assembly yesterday: 


Probably the Jesuit Gurcos, was the 


first European to set foot iii Nevada, 
for he was In Northern Arizona on the 
Colorado river in January, 1776. At 
any rate he interviewed the Yavapai 
Indians, who lived north of the Colo- 
rado, and obtained many interesting 
items about the three large rivers that 
flowed from the 
Bocky Mountains 


directly west into the Pacific Ocean. 


This false information was a source 


of trouble to Fremont and other later 
explorers. 


In 1825 Jedediah S. Smith, a New 


Yorker, and a member of the Bocky 
Mountain Fur Company, entered Ne- 
vada from the direction of the'Yellow- 
stone country, discovered the Hum- 
boldt river, and named it Mary's river. 
He came down the.Humboldt, crossed 
the Carson river and followed the West 
Walker to its 
source, crossed 
the 


Sierras and stopped in Tulare. On his 
return he is said to have discovered 
gold near Mono Lake in 1825. 


Peter S. 'Ogden came down from 


Idaho and trapped for beaver on Mary's 
river in 1831. Many of the trappers 
knew the river as Ogden river. In 1833 
B. L. E. Bonneville, a United States 
army officer, in charge of a private ex- 
ploring party, sent Joseph Walker, a 
famous Booky Mountain trapper, with 
forty mun to explore the Ogden river^ 
Walker descended the Ogden.. river, 
passed south toward the sink of the 
Carson, and ascended the West Walker, 
following 
Smith's 
route 
over the 


Sierras. Kit Carson was on the Ogden 
river ia 1833 with Hudson Bay Com- 
pany trappera. 


In 1841 tho first immigrant party 


crossed Nevada. 
This party is gen- 


erally known aa the Bartleson party, 
although John Bidwell of Chico, the 


j famous California pioneer, was 
tho 


| best known member of it. They wero 


i the first people to bring wagons into 
Nevada, but were compelled to abandon 
them on the Great American Desert. 
Bidwell's party followed theHnmboldt- 
Walker route, and as John Bidwell 
afterwards 
regretfully said, 
"They 


missed the beautiful Truckee Meadows, 
which lay a short distance north of our 
road." 


In January, 1844, Fremont, "The 


Pathfinder," came down from 
the 


Columbia river, entering Nevada some- 
whore north o( Honey Lake. Fremont 
discovered Pyramid Lake and gave it 
that name because of the remarkable 
resemblance of one of its islands to the 
Pyramid of Cheops. He named the 
river the Salmon Trout river. Fre- 
mont left the river at the present site 
of Wadsworth and crossing tho Carson 
followed the East Walker until he was 
compelled to turn and try the West 
branch. 
After a hard-fought battle 


with the January snows in the Sierras, 
ha reached California, but was com- 
polled 
to 
abandon his mountain

I This gnu wan found by William Wright

Iu 1845 Fremont crossed 
Nevada 


south of the usual route along tha 
Ogden river, and under the guidance of 
Kit Carson explored the Carson river 
and valley. He named the Humboldt 
river after Alexander Von Humboldt, 
the great German geologist; the Walker 
after 
Joseph 
Walker, tho 
famous 


trapper and guide; the Carson river 
and valley after Christopher Carson, 
the noted Indian fighter and guide, and 
gave Owen's Valley its name iu honor 
of another of his men. Fremont dis- 
covered Lake Tahoe and named it Lake 
Boupland in honor of Amade Bonp- 
land, the famous botanist that accom- 
panied Humboldt in his travels. The 
Truckee river was named after Truckee, 
tho Indian guide who conducted the 
Murphy party of immigrants up the 
Truokee and over the mountains in 
1844. 
The members of tho Murphy 


party- wore the first white people to 
visit the Truckee Meadows. 


The 
Ouoper party 
followed 
tho 


Truckee route to California in 1846, and 
late in the same year the unfortunate 
Donner party tarried four days near 
the present site of Beno. This delay 
was fatal, for Sierra storms wait for no 
one. The subsequent history of the 
party is too well known to Nevadans 
to require rehearsal. 


Many 
immigrant 
teams, passed 


through Nevada before a permanent 
settlement was, made by the Mormons 
at Genoa.

Celebration to T»ke Place Next July In 


Recognition of the Date on Which VMCO 
da Garnn Left the Tagua on His World j 
Renowned Voyage of Discovery. 
j 


The programme announced by Portu- 


gal for the four hundredth anniversary 
of Vasco da Gama's departure from the 
Tagns for the discovery of India is 
worthy of the event to be celebrated. 
And, considering the prolonged and 
widespread honors which were paid 
four years ago to the great exploit of 
Columbus, it would be strange indeed if 
tho illustrious service rendered by the 
Portngr.ese navigator to his country and 
to mankind. should fail of proper com- 
moujoration. 


It was on tha 8th of July, 1497, that 


his little fleet of four vessels, specially 
built for his errand, sailed down tho 
Tiigas under a commission from King 
Miincul to oxploro the eastern coast of 
Al'riun iiud to open a trade route to In- 
dia. As in tho t-aso of Columbus, pray- 
ers und confessions were the prelimi- 
naries of the voyage, made in a small 
chnpel, where a, memorial church now 
stands, and the parallel to tho experi- 
ence nf the Genoese navigator was car- 
ried out by the appeals of somo of his 
raea, white cu the voyage, to give it 
tip and return. But the story of that 
voyage, with his rounding of tha cape 
of Good Hope, as King Mauoel had re- 
named Stormy onpe; his discovery of 
Mozambique and Moinbassa, his reach- 
ing Melimla and finally, in May, 1498, 
his arrival at Calcutta, on the Malabar 
coast, and there sotting up t\ afcono pillar 
in token of his labors, need not be re- 
hearsed. - 


Enough to say that when, near the 


end of August, 14(19, he arrived home, 
honors wero heaped upon him and pub- 
lie festivals held. His worl? liad not 
been accomplished without severe trials, 
winding up with his escape from deten- 
tion by tho ruler of Calicut, instigated 
by tho Arabs tho.ro, -.but this fact only 
increased the king's appreciation of his 
(service. Ho v>ti3 also the indirect cause 
of another yrrat scrvico to Portugal, 
siuoo another «ii,»jilitl:vi!, starting im- 
mediately for Calicut., bore oil too much 
west aun so discr.vrapil Brazil, tlicrcaft- 
ei' kcoiii;;;; 0:1 to tho It[.:U;ib;u' coast.
